DESERTION FROM THE ARMY.

According to the annual roport of ad-

jutant genoral Drum, the average num.
ber of desertions from the army during
the last three years waa 3,064, or a total
of 10,902, Thin is indeed a serlous mat-
ter, and the causes leading to such whole-
sale desortion should either be lessened
or entlrely removed, an the nature and
extont of this crime certainly have a de-
moralizing Influence apon the army.
Some of the causes are too much manual
labor, deficiency and lack of wariety in
food, desire to obtain higher wages, un-
healthiness of staktion, intemperance and
dimsipation. The military authoritios have
it in their power (o remove #some
of these causss, They can cerlainly
direct that soldiersshall not be required to
perform mechanioal and other work nol
nocessnry to the military service and
foreign to the dnlies of a soldier, aud
thus aboliak the too prevalent custom of
forcing wsoldiers to perform labor for
which they wonld be paid good wages
if notin the army. Gon, Orook ree-
o:mmeands the raistog of tho character of
the sorvice so =a to overcome the low
estimats in which soldiers nre held in
civil cornmunities, and the limitation of
appointments in the army to gradea of
the soademy and the ranks, **Thero is
no roason,’’ anys Gen, Crook in hin re-
port, *'why a low estimate should be
placed upon the soldier, and If citizens
rogard him an an Inferior it is perhaps
largely attributalle toctficera of the army
themselves, many of whom place alower
catimate on the private soldier than
upon thelr horae or cow, There isa wide
differenco between necessary discipline
and unnocessary bruatality, snd if all
ollicern do not recognizo this, all enlisted
men o, [bis trus that the failure of
congress to make proper and sufficlent
provislons compels the soldier too often
to perform labor that should not be per-
formed by him; cutting hay, wood, and
the like. But itis equally true that he
1s compelled to do work for officers for
which there is no justification, and the
porformance of which is repugnant to his
feelings, and tends to humiliate him in
his own estimation as well as that of
others. There nre certain classes of
work which a soldier should neyer be
called upon to perform. To indicate
these classen, it is only necessary to say
that the aniform of the American soldier
should not cover a man who s perform-
ing the labor of a menial,”
Among the remedies that ocongress
should apply to prevent desertion, nnd
which have been suggested by various
thoughtinl and experienced offivers, are
the following:

Reduction of the term of enlistment
from five to three years; mettlement for
clothiny iesved recrnits at the end of firat
yoar of service; Ineroased pay for non-
commissioned oficers; the establishment
